The N R A in Print 


By Davin J. Harkin, Chief, Division of Documents, Library of Congress 
| HE success of an economic society is measured in terms of its ability 


to provide food, clothing, shelter, and necessary leisure for the maxi- 

mum number of its members. If great numbers of men, women, and 
children are forced to go without them, the economic order can no longer jus- 
tify its existence and must give way to one which can provide the necessities 
of life in greater abundance to a greater number. The state of economic mal- 
adjustment in which this country, together with the rest of the world, finds 
itself, is probably only in a measure the result of the World War, although the 
war was undoubtedly a contributing factor. The misery and starvation which 
characterize our economic situation are most reasonably accounted for as the 
culmination of the operation of the motive of profit in our economic life. As 
long as the products of commerce and industry were to serve to enhance the 
profits and power of the few, without regard to the material needs of the 
country, it was inevitable that we should arrive at the paradox of a glut of 
economic good, side by side with economic misery. 

The National Industrial Recovery Act was not intended perhaps to effect 
fundamental changes in the economic structure of our country. Nevertheless, 
it undoubtedly does take account of the criterion for a successful economic 
society presented in the first sentence of this article. It recognizes the need of 
a more equitable distribution of the products of labor. It provides for a cur- 
tailment of production to the level of the demand for the product. It provides 
for shorter hours of labor in order to provide work for a greater number of 
workers and sets up minimum scales of wages, thus proposing to effect a more 
equitable distribution of the profits of labor. 

Because the effects of the depression were so widespread and acute, the 
great effort to overcome it through the National Recovery Administration 
(as well as through such other agencies as the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration, the Federal Emergency Administration of Public Works, and 
the Tennessee Valley Authority) has aroused universal interest. Both for the 
purpose of finding out how he himself is affected and what it can do for him 
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personally and to satisfy his curiosity in regard to this thing which touches 
every aspect of economic life, the man on the street comes to the public library 
to find out about this National Recovery Administration. This widespread 
interest is being met by a veritable flood of books, pamphlets, leaflets, maga- 
zine and newspaper articles, not to mention the numerous official publications 
of the N R A, issued to advance and facilitate its operations. As evidence of 
it, one need only refer to one of the several bibliographies on the subject pre- 
pared by libraries: the mimeographed seventy-eight-page bibliography pre- 
pared by Jerome K. Wilcox for the John Crerar Library and published by 
the American Library Association. While this bibliography covers the period 
from May through August (anticipating the date on which the act was signed 
by about six weeks) and the amount of print on the subject is increasing at a 
rapid rate, it is, nevertheless, the most complete and satisfactory guide avail- 
able to date. 

While they do not, of course, treat of the N R A itself, Industrial discipline 
and the governmental arts, by Rexford Guy Tugwell, and President Roose- 
velt’s Looking forward present the background of economic and social theory 
against which the National Industrial Recovery Act and the other recent 
emergency legislation rest. Of the books on the N R A itself, three commend 
themselves as being authoritative and adequate in content: Labor relations 
under the Recovery act by Ordway Tead and H. C. Metcalf; National indus- 
trial recovery act: an analysis by Benjamin S. Kirsh and H. R. Shapiro, and 
Business under the Recovery act by Lawrence Valenstein and E. B. Weiss. 

The progress of the work of the N R A can best be followed in the pages of 
United States News (the successor to United States Daily) the Commercial 
and Financial Chronicle, Business Week, and the Sunday edition of the New 
York Times. The fulness and frequency of the press releases of the NR A 
make all metropolitan newspapers a satisfactory source of information. There 
is, however, a Weekly N. R. A. Bulletin, published by the Legal Publishing 
Society, Inc., in Washington, D.C., which provides digests of the activities 
of the N R A and tabulates their effects on industry. There is no attempt at 
editorial comment, which makes it a reliable current guide on the work of 
recovery. 

For those who wish to go to the primary sources for their information, 
there is also an abundance of material. Many of the pros and cons on the 
means for economic recovery provided in the bill which became the National 
Industrial Recovery Act (Public Law No. 67 of the Seventy-third Congress ) 
appear in the Congressional Record. The act itself, like the issues of the Con- 
gressional Record and the printed publications of the N R A, may be obtained 
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at anominal cost from the Superintendent of Documents (Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington, D. C.). The debates in Congress have, of course, been 
reported in the daily press and the act itself has been reprinted, in whole or in 
part, in many of the journals. 

The N R A itself has been issuing the press releases referred to above, a 
numbered series of bulletins, the texts of the codes for individual industries, 
and occasional monographs. The content of the mimeographed press releases 
falls into the following more or less well defined groups: (a) news of the 
activities of the N R A, the progress of negotiations with groups sponsoring 
industrial codes, etc. (b) the texts themselves of the codes submitted to the 
N RA (often several for the same industry, of course) and (c) miscellaneous 
releases, including Reports of the deputy administrator on proposed modifica- 
tions of codes and results of hearings, /nterpretations of the President’s re- 
employment agreement, petitions for the modification of the terms of pro- 
posed codes, etc. The Bulletins in the numbered series contain statements of 
policy and program. The one monograph which should be mentioned is the 
Handbook for speakers. The industrial codes are being issued in pamphlet 
form, each devoted to the code for a single industry, either proposed or ap- 
proved. The following titles are typical of these pamphlet codes: Code of fair 
competition for the leather industry . . . as approved on September 7, 1933, 
by President Roosevelt; Proposed code of fair competition for the paper and 
pulp industry . . . The approved codes are accompanied by the text of the 
executive order embodying the President’s approval, the report of the ad- 
ministrator on the special features of the code and expected effects, and the 
report of the deputy administrator on the hearings. The codes as a rule con- 
tain (a) provisions for their administration (b) a labor, or employment, code 
governing hours of labor, wages, child labor, membership in labor unions, 
conditions of labor, etc., and (c) industrial clauses governing production, 
distribution, prices, and the like. 

Because questions of employment and compensation touch the lives of all 
of us, the interest in efforts looking to economic recovery is universal. Libra- 
ries are fortunate in the fact that there is a plethora of information on the 
subject with which to satisfy this interest. The problems which the librarian 
has to face in this instance are those of orientation and selection. It is toward 
the solution of these two problems that this brief essay is a modest contribu- 
tion.

IBRARIANS inclined to the notion that the United States has already 

achieved marked distinction in adapting the services of public libraries 

to the intellectual and recreational needs of the masses, should read 
Bibliothéques populaires et loisirs ouvriers (Libraries in relation to the 
workers’ use of leisure time).* 

Part II presents in separate articles the testimony of competent authorities 
concerning the status of public libraries in Austria, Belgium, Czechoslovakia, 
I*ngland, France, Germany, Italy, Japan, Latvia, Mexico, Poland, Russia, 
Spain, Sweden, and Switzerland. Part I contains an excellent résumé by 
the editor which classifies the public library services of these and other 
countries, lists the means employed to attract readers from the working 
classes, identifies problems deserving attention, and suggests how the cen- 
tral Committee may help. 

I‘mphasis of working-class patronage in the title does little more than 
mark off European libraries strictly comparable to American public libraries 
from European libraries of the scholarly type. Hence the book has wide 
scope and is surprisingly pertinent to the present problems of American 
public libraries. An English translation is planned for the near future.
